Several more cases have occurred of young 
people detained ior long periods at Latrun who. 
on being acquitted or bound over by the regular 
courts, have been sent back to detention instead 
of being released as is their constitutional right 

Samuct Goldman, who bears on his arm a 
tattooed serial number of the Auschwitz death camp 
and was also at Buchenwald, was arrested with a 
oung Palestiman youth named Isaac Eliahu 
Saisrachi. while posting up illegal leaflets. They 
were taken to Latrun, kept there for three 
months, and appeared at the end of September 
before the acting Chief Magistrate in Jerusalem. 
Mr. Jacob Azular. He bound them over in £50 
each to be of good behaviour for a vear 

Although the magistrate ordered the poliwe to 
release both defendants if they produced the sure- 
ives, they were shackled and: taken back to Latrun 
Both are only |7 vears of age. Goldman. a new- 
comer, cannot read Hebrew and said that he was

in another case, Judge L. A. W. Orr, Acting 
President of the Jerusalem District Court, said that 
“«o keep a man tor five months un detention on a 
charge on which he could have been tried im- 
mediately on arrest and 
The man could have been released at once on bail 
from Latrun. Why was this not done?” 

Ihe case was that of Isaac Bavih, 17, another 
diegal toll sticker, m whose POSSE 2% leaflets 
were tound The lawyer assured the judge that 
even had he tried to eect the boy oul on bad, the 
police authorities would have turned down the 
apphcation Ihen' the judge asked the constable 
who appeared tor the prosecution: ~ If thrs Court 
issues judgement m favour of the accused, what will 
happen to tim? Ihe policeman rephed that his 
imstructhons were to return the accused to Latrun if 
he were acquitied 

Ihe judec found the accused guilty and sentenced 
him io six months’ imprisonment to date from May 
20, 1946, when he was arrested.. The practice m 
Palestine i that sentences of six months and over 
are reduced by one-third for good conduct. The 
lad was sentenced by the judge on September 19 
He spent the day in Jerusalem prison and the, term 
ended officially on September 20. As he left. the 
prison, police were wailing for him. They took him 
back to Latrun camp 

The tral began on Thursday morning of last 
week, before a Jerusalem military court, com- 
prising: three Army officers, of Ehezer Neumann 
‘8, the Beadle of the Great Synagogue, Tel-Aviv. 
on three charges ot being in unlawtul possession

A MOCKERY OF JUSTICE 
Police a Law Unto Themselves

Several more cases have occurred of young 
people detained ior long periods at Latrun who. 
on being acquitted or bound over by the regular 
courts, have been sent back to detention imstead 
of being released as is their constiiutional neht.

Our Political Correspondent, writing on Monday, 
says: President Truman's statement caused con- 
sternation in Downing Street Mr. Attlee was 
informed of the proposed statement at midnight 
on Thursday. He immediately sent a request to 
the President to delay its publication to give ume 
for consultation with Mr. Bevia. When the Presi- 
dent declined to do this the mood changed to 
exasperated indignation. The Prime inister 
addressed to the President a strongly worded 
expression of the Government's feelings about this 
unexpected intervention in the Palestine problem 
at a time when negotiations were actually taking 
place with Jewish Agency leaders. 

An authoritative Government spokesman was 
instructed to inform the press in plain terms of the 
Government's views. he Government firmly 
believe that there was a good chance of long nego- 
tiations reaching a successful conclusion. 

The British Government approve the President's 
express intention of seeking the liberalisation of 
immigration laws in the United States and other 
countries: they may hope that this may not have 
to wait upon a solution of the Palestine problem— 
which the British Government have always con- 
tended cannot alone solve the larger refugee 
problem. The authoritative offer of American 
financial assistance for the development of Palestine 
after a settlement has been achicved, will be noted

Blaming the Jews 


A Foreign Office spokesman said on Friday 
“ H.M. Government has made it clear that

LNO PLANS FOR REFUGEES 
To Go Before Assembly 


revised plans tor the new - Inter- 
national Refugee Organisation, which 1s to take 
over Unrra’s. rehef work when it winds up next 
have now been completed by Uno’s 
and Socal Council. The plans now have to be dis- 
cussed by the Assembly. Proposals have also bee 
submited tor an Interim Commission to carry on 
the work should Unrra be wound up before 1.R.O. 
iS ready to functron 

Among the amendments accepted by the Council 
was a new definition of the term “ refugee.” which 
is now embodied in LR.Ovs draft constitution. 
Ihe amended definition reads as follows: “ As 
refugees are to be considered victims of per- 
secuuion for reasons of race, religion, nationality. 
and political opinions before the outbreak of. the 
Second World War, and displaced who, 
as a result of events before the war, are unable. 
or unwilling, to avail themselves ot the ssceeniian 
of the Government of their country. 

Official figures published by the U.S. Army 
authorities in Germany. meanwhile, show that there 
are 139,026 displaced Jews in the American zone. 

Their number is exceeded only by that of the 
Polish D-P.s, who total 184.439. “In the U.S. zone 
in Austna, the number of Jewish D.Ps is now 
about.

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LIBEL OF COMMUNITIES 
Present State of the Law 


Pe fer Elman 4. 

Legal redress for delaming a class or group of 
persons is a matter which must often be in the 
thoughts of the Anglo-Jewish Community, and 
one which has received much attention in recent 
times Ihe present state of English law on this 
question is, therefore, of some inicrest, 

Very briefly and generally, one may say that 
only the criminal law provides a remedy for the 
hbel of a class, unhampered by the difficulties of 
a civil acuon, in which. for precise 
reference to an individual is a necessary require- 
ment. and the truth or falsity of the alleged state- 
ment is a vital clement.’ While injury to the reputa- 
von of an individual is the root of the private suit 
for delamation, the traditional basis of a criminal 
prosecution for hbel 1s its tendency to create a 
breach of the peace because of the intense indigna- 
non aroused. The members. of a group may be

the meaning of * libel’ in the usual sense of the 
word. _It:is a term apphed to any words, written, 
printed or spoken, published wuh the intent “ to 
bring into hatred or contempt the person ol his 
Majesty or the government and constituvon of 
the United Kingdom as by law established, or either 
house of Parhament, or to inctiie his. Majesty's 
subjects to attempt, étherwise than by lawful means 
the alteration ot any matter in Church or State 
by law established.’ (Criminal Libel Act 1820, 
Section 1.)

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Spiritual Harvest 


ABERNACLES is called 


“ Feast of Ingather- 


ing (Exod. 23, 16) We thank God that the 
harvest has not failed us. To satisfy our 
hunger, we need bread, and with bread in the 
house, we joyfully -offer thanksgiving for God's 


hounty to us. Bread, the great gift of God, is 
the basis of all our life. We know all too well 
“if there is no bread, there is no Torah.” But 
that does not mean that bread alone can satisfy us. 
There is the hunger of our souls, too, which needs 
io be satisfied. A Jewish people blessed with all 
the gifts of material life could not exist for long 
without the connection with its spiritual heritage. 
[he Jewish people is the people of the Torah, 
which is our spiritual bread, and as bread it has 
to be harvested anew in every season Is this 
spiritual harvest, so necessary for us, a good one: 
Have our spiritual leaders sueceeded m bringing us 
back to Judaism. and have we answered their call 


in the right spirit? Have our Jewish scholars 
interpreted the old heritage in a way that. was 
necessary for thé needs of a new generation, and 


has the new generation concerned itself with those 
books written for the sake of. reinterpreting the old 
teaching? 

Judaism is built upon the keeping of the mitzvot 


Judaism without the mitzvot, Judaism which 1s 
merely an ideology, would soon disappear. Our 
American coreligionists speak of Jewish 


philosophy: where we, more moderately and nearer 
to the truth, say “ ideology." They translated the 
word “ Weltanschauung ™ as philosophy, and now 
they speak of several trends of modern Jewish 
philosophy. That is how a Judaism without mitz- 
vot withers away. “ Thou hast sanctified us with 
Thy commandments.” we say in our benedictions 
Once this sanctihcation no longer part our 
life, thére is a- 


HE needs of this Jewish generation must. make 

our Jewish spiritual leaders follow the example 
of Rashi. not. of Maimonides We need. the kind 
of literature which is represented in Rashi's com- 
mentaries. He did not want to present a Jewish 
philosophy, as Maimonides. did; he remained a 
humble commentator. There is something great 
about a commentary. As we know from the whole 
Jewish literature,-it can create afresh the contents 
of the old text.

Household 
Gadgets 


By Ruby Worth 


HERE are wdications that the next few months 
will see a flood of anew and meenious house- 
hold gadgets designed to make domestic 

work ecasicr and more pleasant Neverthe- 
less, all this eagerness to help ts not without 1s 
dangers. as practical women can already envisage 
but which the well-meaning male desimner has 
perhaps mot taken into account. For, in thinking 
of domestic gadacis m the light of war expericnce, 
there may be evolved such complicated § and 
immumerable articles that the poor housewife may 
well be bewildered and ultimately swamped. Many 
of the admirable notions that were incorporated im 
the gear of the fighting man depended for their 
eficrency on the full-trme mechanical aticntion of 
those whose job it was to keep them im working 
Ihe housewrte with an meenous gadget 
that works -like magic when new will probably 
find herself compiciely nonplussed when suddenly 
goes wrong and no helping hand is near to put it 


Importance of House Design 


Apart from these reservations, we women are 
truly ‘gratetul tor ovuch that ws now beme devised 
on our. behali We can. however. go turther 
From our own practK ea perience we can. 
our needs and torm the habit of thinking oul ways 
of overcoming the customary difficulties and 
obstacles om the way of comfort in the home 
Ctiet of these, of course, hes in the design of the 
house iiselfl. Kitchens must be planned with even 
more care and consideration than is used for the 
planning of the living rooms. And these two 
vital sections of the modern home must not be 
thvided. The modern home must be designed with 
1 view to ws beme run either by the housewife 
herseli ar with the aid of a helper who will. live 
as One of the family: That means that the helpe: 
operates like the housewile, trom the silting 
lowards the krchen msicad of vice versa. Hence, 
the room im which the family eats must be made 
eastly accessible to the kitchen so as to enable 
one of the diners to shp out and fetch in the food 

In the last quarter of a century, the domestic 
habits of most people have undergone an almost 
complete revolutson as regards washing and bath- 
ing lf «& 48 not either practical or desirable to 
place hot and cold basins m every bedroom. (and 
there are quite a tew objections to this advanced 
planning), then two bathrooms should be provided 
tor even a moderately sized household, or at teast 
a second wash-basin. room And the bathroom 
mstead of beme a sort of slice off an already 
drastically abridged landing, should be roomy 
enough to permit of housing the family’s toilet 
requistics and towels. It w seldom admitted by 
the would-be contibutor to domestic ease how 
much discomtort in home life is due to the lack 
of space where it is most needed. The bathroom, 
to be practical, should have enough towel rails, 
shelves, and cupboards ; 

The bedrooms must also be wisely planned and 
constructed. How otten do we tind that even a 
small bedroom would atlord much more. space .il 


it were built with the purpose for which « is 
mtended im view instead of, as it so often the case 
at present, with the convenience and profit of the 
builder as the chief aim. We are too apt to gel 
useless corners in which beds will not fit, awkward 
spaces that mean total waste of room tor furniture, 
and, at times, those unaccommodating bulges madc 
by staircase heads that impede everything. 
Another point in modern building its the provision 
of adequate cupboard room, and this brings me to 
a serious complamt against many of the latest 
plans, im which the cupboards are listed as 


“extras "’ and are charged for in addition to the 
cost of the house itself. Nothing could be more 
unfair 


As to actual gadgets for the kitchen and house- 
hold generally, there are many ideas at present to 
be seen in the “ Britain Can Make It” exhibition 
that is attracting so many people. One example ts 
a grill that is placed at shoulder height, thus 
obviating the uncomfortable necessity of continu- 
ally stooping down to see whether the food beneath 
is cooking correctly. Then there are cooking stoves 
provided with conveniently placed tables on erther 
side which may be folded when not in use and 
which, when put up, enable the cook to place hot 
dishes on them without having to turn and place 
them behind her on the kitchen table 

Some ingenious domestic reformer has counted 
the unnecessary steps a housewife has to take if 
a day because the position of all her necessary 
equipment has been misplaced in the past. It adds 
up to a formidable distance. All this can be very 
sensibly minimised if the designers of modern 
kitchens bestir themselves and really devise means 
io place cupboards, sinks, reftigerators, and sioves 
m rauonal relationship to one another. 

The introduction into the kitchen department 
of a utility room or second kitchen an obvious 
evolulion of the kitchenette. Time was when 
every house boasied both a kitchen and a scullery, 
but i the last 20 vears these have been combined 
io save space and labour.

Permanent Home Next Year ? 


A report issued by the Chairman of the West 
Central Jewish Lads Club (Mr. William Gold- 
stein) records several managerial changes and the 
unsettled position of club accommodation. 

Mr. Bertram Cohen found if necessary at the end 
of 1945 to relinquish his active work in the club 
owing to pressure of other Communal duties. He 
had been an active worker im the club tor nearly 
20 years and carned on as Club Leader during the 
dificult war years. Mr. Harold Samson. who had 
been Hon. Secretary for several years until the out- 
break of war, resumed this positron on January 1, 
after being released from the Forces. Mr. D. Gold- 
stcin has become Assistant Club Leader. 

Four other managers have. for various reasons. 
been lost to the club. “ These changes,” says the 
report, “ have considerably disrupted club life, but 
with the return of a number of willing ex-members 
from. the Forces, the outlook is encouraging. How- 
ever. we are still lamentably short of managers and 
would welcome new recruits 

“ We were over-optimistic in our last report when 
we forecast early occupation of our new premises 
at Hanway Place,” the report gocs on. “ the lease 
has now been assigned, and we have been most 
fortunate in obtaining the valuable services of M 
Ernest M. Joseph, who has prepared exceciient plans 
for adapting the building to our own use and to 
provide a self-contained Old Boys’ Club.” 

About the middie of last year. the club had to 
vacate the premises at 39, Fitzroy Square, and was 
faced with the prospect of closing down. Happily 
the United Synagogue came to its aid. and it now 
has the use of two rooms in the basement of 
Woburn House, where nm is doing vs best to carry 
on unul Hanway Place is ready.
